After a series of meetings be¬ 
tween Council, School Board, 
Stake Presidency, Board of 
Trade and the Rotary Swimm¬ 
ing Pool Committee, details 
have been worked out and it is 
expected that ground will be 
broken for Raymond’s new Swim 
ming Pool next Monday morn¬ 
ing the final decision as to loc¬ 
ation being in favor of the site 
between the Stake House and 
the High School building, where 
Ample drainage, a guaranteed 
water supply, nearness to the 
centre of Town for those with¬ 
out cars, and the possibility of 
a program of beautification for 
the site, were all arguments in 
favor of the site fnially decided 
on. To make this building prog¬ 
ram possible, the Stake Pres¬ 
idency has traded 75 feet of 
ground on the north of their 
the line, and the School Board 
has relinquished the south ten 
feet of the street they purchas 
ed, making an 85 foot lot for 
the Pool and shrubs, trees, 
walks,etc. Plans are being re¬ 
drafted now to provide for a 
pool as follows; 40x75 feet, 2 
feet deep at the shallow end to 
8 feet deep. A scum trough all 
the way around, a diving board 
6 feet above the water, shower 
Ixiths for swimmers before enter 
ing the pool, disinfecting hath 
lor the feet, and provisions for 
a wading pool for small child¬ 
ren, and benches for spec tat¬ 
ors should make the Pool a real 
attractive resort.

The Home Farm, Holstein, 
Ontario.— Home again after 
three) thousand miles* of hitch 
hiking through the Maritime 
provinces.

You 
want three good meals a day. 
Perhaps you are not like me, 
but my first impulse was to pull 
off my shoes and walk out on 
the lawn in my bare feet. Well 
I have ten brief days foi such 
luxuries before taking off for 
the mild Pacific, and our vast 
Canadian plain-.. JL?t more of 
that at the end of the letter. 

Ontario Revisited 

Who was it said, “Breathes 
there a man with poul so dead 
who never to himself hath said 
this is my own niy native land?” 
Whoever he was, he did not be¬ 
long to Canada. For this land 
is so diverse and so varied that 
one can not put liiis fnger on 
any one thing or place, and say 

say with confidence: “This is 

Canada!” 

A Maritime business man said 
tome, “We P»1 uenosers do not 
tear into things like you people 
m upper Canada. (Ontario is 
commonly known as uppci Can¬ 
ada). We are satisfied with 
an ordinary income”, he went on 
‘‘we do not kill otirselvca and 1 
thipk on the whole we arc hap¬ 
pier.” 

V\ hat lie said was largely true. 
In the oast <>l Canada, there is 
less industry, business is not 
not so highly developed, there 
are fewer very poor and fewer 
very rich. hi Ontario you 
won’t see a yoke oi oxen in three 
days’ join n ; neithei will 
see homes so uniformly beauti¬ 
ful and well cared for as in 
Novia Scotia. Somehow the 
the folks down east can get 
along wiith an ox cart and a 
horse and buggy, but they in¬ 
sist on fine trees, shrubs, and a 
painted house. Now it is all 
very well to he industrious and 
thriifty, but if industry and 
thrift become substitutes for 
generosity, righteousness, and a 
love of beauty, we should ex¬ 
amine our standard of values. 
Those of us from the rest of 
Canada who have the privilege 
ol visiiting Quebec and the Mar- 
itimes should hesitate before 
we scoff at their methods of 
doiing things, even ii \hc are a 
bit different.*
